LAKE FOREST, lU. (AP) - 
A 22-y ear-old former mental 
p atient was charged Su nday 
with 
mu rdering his 
p arents, 
who were fou nd shot to death in 
their su bu rban mansion. 
Police Chief Charles Gilbert 
said his men fou nd Francis 
Charles 
Stone 
crou ching 
in 
snow-cov ered bru sh after they 
arriv ed to inv estigate an anony ­ 
mou s telephone call which re­ 
p orted an “emergency ” at the 
home. 
The bodies of Frank Charles 
Stone, 6 1, a real estate dealer, 
and his wife, Bernice, 48, were 
fou nd on the second floor of the 
residence. 
Police said they fou nd an 
empty .38 caliber rev olv er on 
the grou nd near the y ou th. They 
said it had ap p arently been re­ 
cently fired. 
Sev en spent .38 -caliber cart­ 
ridges were fou nd 
inside the 
hou se. A dau ghter, Bonnie, 18, 
told police she heard her mother 
plead: “Don’t shoot me! Don’t 
shoot me!” 
The girl said she heard shots, 
ran to a bathroom and ju mped 
two stories into the snow. Then 
she fled the sev eral-acre estate 
to a neighooring hou se, she 
said. 
The son c l a i m e d he was 
■hooting at a robber bu t insists 
he nev er shot his p arents,” said 
State’s Atty . Bru no Stanczak of 
Lak e Cou nty . 
Stanczak said a y ou th once 
had 
v olu ntarily 
entered 
the 
itate mental hosp ital in Elgin. 


“I ’m feeling great,” said the 
former Paris fashion model. 
Speak ing by teleplx me from 
An Khe, in the central high­ 
lands, Miss Ray , 28, said she 
wou ld continu e her attemp t to 
driv e the length of Sou th Viet­ 
nam “if possible after some rest 
in Saigon.” 
“She still has her p ress cre­ 
dentials,” an American spok es­ 
man said earlier. “She can go 
wherev er she wants.” 
Miss Ray said the Viet Cong 
gav e her a receip t for the p er­ 
sonal belongings they took from 
her after she was pick ed u p 
Jan. 17 near Bong Son, abou t 
300 miles north of Saigon. She 
was driv ing across the cou ntry 
in a small French sedan. 
WELL-TREATED 
She said the Viet Clong treated 
her well and made the black 
p ajamas esp ecially for her be­ 
cau se at 5-feet-9 she is taller 
than the av erage Vietnamese. 
She said her hands were tied 
for the first few hoiu *s after she 
was tak en p risoner, bu t after 
that she was not bou nd. At one 
point, she said, she had to spend 
most of two day s in a fox hole 
becau se of a Sou th Vietnamese 
bombing attack . 
She said she had thou ght she 
wou ld find the Viet Cong seriou s 
and u nhappy , bu t the gu errillas 
who seized her were for the 
most p art cheerfu l. 
She said she sp ent p art of the 
time play ing cards with her 
cap tors. 
She was told Su nday 
she 
wou ld be released. Her p erson­ 
al belongings 
were 
retu rned, 
and she retu rned the receip t for 
them. 
After 
she 
was freed, 
she 
walk ed to a Vietnamese army 
ou tpost near Tam Qu an, abou t 6 
miles from the spot where she 
had been cap tu red. The U.S. 1st 
Cav alry , 
airmobile, 
div ision, 
op erating nearby , was notified 
and sent a helicop ter to tak e her 
to a div ision command post at 
An Kv he. She arriv ed in time 
for a hinch of cheese sandwich­ 
es bu t ate only lightly . 
Miss Ray said she had been 
stopped once before at a Viet 
Cong roadblock du ring her driv e 
bu t was allowed to p ass after 
she ex plained what she was 
doing and after she had a cu p of 
tea with the gu ards manning the 
barrier. 
CAR FOUND 
After she was cap tu red, her 
small white car was fou nd boo­ 
by -trapped in a ditch abou t 6 
miles north of Bong Son. 
The fate of two Vietnamese 
stu dents who had been with.her 
was not k nown. 
Her p arents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jean Ray of Nice, France, said 
she had written them early last 
month. 
“I do not want to mak e a do­ 
cu mentary (mov ie) on the war 
as su ch bu t rather to show the 
su ffering 
endu red 
by 
those 
fighting. I hav e liv ed with the 
American soldiers and I hav e 
only one last seq u ence to film. I 
will hav e to p ass to the Viet 
Cong side to film it.”

A Benton Harbor coed was one of abou t a dozen Michigan 
State u niv ersity stu dents su ffering fractu res from ju mping 
into snowbank s on camp u s after the big snowfall a week and 
a half ago. Cindy Beck man, 18, a freshman at MSU and 
dau ghter of Mr. and Mrs. Roland J. Beck mann, 1118 Colfax 
av enu e, “still has a few aches and p ains bu t she’s u p and 
arou nd” at home today , her mother said. Cindy su ffered a 
painfu l compression fractu re of a back v ertebra Jan. 30 in a 
ju mp from a camp u s bridge to a snowbank , Mrs. Beck mann 
said. She said Cindy hopes to retu rn to MSU for the start of 
sp ring term in late March. Other MSU stu dents su ffered 
sp rains and brok en arms and legs in ju mp s to snowbank s 
fro m a s hig h a s fo ur sto ries«

bu t v irtu ally all Berrien cou nty 
schools were in session. 
Gu sty winds that followed the 
snow Su nday cau sed consider­ 
able drifting, p articu larly in the 
lee of high snow bank s that still 
lined streets and roads from the 
Jan. 26 recordbreak er. 
ROADS OPEN 
The 
Berrien 
Cou nty 
Road 
commission rep orted all roads 
open this 
morning, 
althou gh 
there were a few areas where 
one-lane p aths still p rev ailed 
since the “big digou t.” One 
road commission official noted 
snow that fell y esterday was 
mu ch 
dry er « than the other 
recent snows, mak ing it easier 
for snowplow crews to combat. 
An 11-below zero reading at 
Hartford was the lowest record­ 
ed in sou thwestern Michigan 
last night. Readings of zero to 
1-below p rev ailed in the Twin 
Cities and immediately nex t to 
Lak e Michigan. A rep ort of 5- 
below came from the Sodu s 
Ex p eriment farm, and readings 
v aried from that lev el to 10- 
belq w in C o 1 o m a , Berrien 
Springs, Eau Claire, Waterv liet 
and Paw Paw. 
Arnold Hafer, foreman of the 
Sodu s Ex p eriment farm, mea- 
su red Su nday ’s snowfall at 7 
inches, and Benton Harbor fire­ 
men rep orted fiv e inches. Hafer 
said the 35 inches of snow that 
has fallen in the last 11 day s 
now has been p ack ed into 19 
inches on the grou nd.

Ev ery o ne But Kennedy Is 
Deny ing He Go t No te 


PARIS (AP) — The French gov ernment, the Ameri­ 
can Embassy and the North Vietnamese diplomatic 
mission in Paris today denied a report that Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy receiv ed a “peace signal” from Hanoi 
throu gh the French gov ernment du ring his v isit to 
Paris last week . 
Newsweek magazine reportec 
the p eace ov ertu re, which it 
said indicated willingness by 
Hanoi to negotiate a settlement 
of the Vietnam war in three 
stages, if the United Siates 
stops bombing the North. The 
rep ort said the mesage came 
from Mai Van Bp, delegate gen­ 
eral of the North Vietnamese 
mission in Paris and was trans­ 
mitted to Kennedy and a U.S. 
Embassy official by the French 
foreign office’s director of Asian 
affairs. 
The French official, Etiene 
Manac’h, cou ld not be reached 
for comment. Bu t a foreign of­ 
fice sp ok esman said: “No mes-

Wife Dro wned 
In Tub; Ma te 
Is Suffo ca ted 


SAGINAW (AP)—Police today 
probed for any possible link be­ 
tween the slay ings of a Saginaw 
edu cator and his wife and the 
k illings of another prominent 
cou ple only a mile away . 
The bodies of Karl Middeldorf, 
6 3, and his wife, Gertru de, 62,’ 
were discov ered in their home 
Su nday —three day s after a doc- 
tor and his wife were fou nd 
slain. 
A dau ghter-in-law, Mrs. Ar­ 
nold Middeldorf, 35, stopped by 
on her way from chu rch and 
f o u nd 
Middeldorf 
slu mped 
across an u p stairs bed with his 
hands and feet bou nd with cord, 
a k itchen k nife p rotru ding from 
his back and a p lastic bag 
sealed arou nd his head. 
An au topsy showed he had 
been su ffocated to death and 
then stabbed, said Coroner Wil­ 
liam Shea. 
Mrs. Middeldorf was discov ­ 
ered nu de in a downstairs bath­ 
tu b with her face p artially su b- 
merged. She had been drowned. 
Police believ ed she was tak ing 
a bath when an intru der en­ 
tered. 
THURSDAY SLAYING 
A p rominent Saginaw phy s* 
cian. Dr. Archer Clay tor, 73, 
and his wife, Marie, were dis­ 
cov ered slain in their $50,000 
ranch sty le home last Thu rsday . 
Both had been shot in the back 
of the head, with a pillow u sed 
to mu ffle the sou nd. Their hands 
were tied behind them. 
Clay tor, onetime commission­ 
er to the Virgin Islands, was 
named “foremost family p hy si­ 
cian of the y ear” in 19 59 by the 
Michigan Medical Society . 
The Clay tors were Negro, and 
the Middeldorfs white. 
Saginaw 
Cou nty Prosecu tor 
Robert Cu rrie said the k illings 
were condu cted in a v ery effi­ 
cient manner in both cases. He 
wou ld not sp ecu late on the pos­ 
sibility of any relationship be­ 
tween the two dou ble slay ings. 
Robbery may hav e been the 
motiv e in the Middeldorf slay ­ 
ings, Cu rrie said, becau se an 
emp ty bank money bag and an 
rinp ty jar which may also hav e 
contained money were fou nd in 
the home. 
In the Clay tor k illings, no 
money was rep orted missine 
and the home bore no signs of 
hav ing been distu rbed. 
MIXED NEIGHBORHOOD 
The locale of both slay int’ 
cases is a racially mix ed neigh­ 
borhood in Saginaw, an east- 
central Lower Michigan city of 
9 8,200 residents. 
The slay ings shock ed resi­ 
dents, bu t May or James. W. 
Stenglein said, “I hav e seen no 
ev idence of panic among the 
residents.” 
Both cou ples were highly re­ 
spected. 
Middeldorf had been a p rinci­ 
pal and teacher at the Trinity 
Ev angelical 
Lu theran 
school 
near his home for 40 y ears. He 
retired last y ear as head of the 
school bu t stay ed on to teach. 
In 19 6 1, the chu rch congrega­ 
tion raised money and sent the 
elderly cou ple on a 30-day trip 
to Eu rope. Two Middeldorf sons 
hold p rominent positions — Ar­ 
nold is assistant v ice p resident 
of the Michigan National Bank 
in Saginaw, and Carl is p rinci­ 
pal 
of 
St. 
Peters 
Lu theran 
School in East Detroit. 
WINDOW BROKEN 
Only sign of a forced entry in 
the Middeldorf home was a brok ­ 
en pane of glass in a side door 
window. Tlie family car was 
stolen, bu t it was fou nd in down­ 
town Saginaw a few hou rs later.

He o nce sa id during a pre-nego tia tio n wa rmup with the 
Big Three a uto mo tiv e ma kers tha t he wa s interested in 
so mething besides a no ther nickel a n-ho ur increa se fo r his 
men. 
The perso na lity difference ha s no t been put in print, but 
undo ubtedly reduces to the a geless huma n desire o f a No . 2 
ma n to edge the No . 1 ma n o ut o f his sea t. 
Thus fa r, Mea ny ha s co untered Reuther’s a mbitio n a nd 
a ppa rently to the degree tha t the UAW chiefta in feels fo rce 
must substitute fo r diplo ma cy in tha t ba ttle o f wits. 
If this fusilla de o f letters a nd telegra ms wo rries Mea ny , 
he ha s co ncea led the distress a dmira bly up to this time.

There is no validity to this 
idea. Alcohol has a high calorie 
content and often misleads peo­ 
ple who are on a “starvation 
diet” to lose weight.

Exercise in any form, no 
matter how strenuous, cannot 
be the sole method of losiim 
weight. Neither can alcohol.

to produce sound. Anything that 
p revents the vocal cords from 
coming together perfectly caus­ 
es hoarseness. 
A tumor, 
a 
nodule, a polyp, an infection or 
inflammation keep the vocal 
cords from meeting exactly in 
the center and causes huskiness

You Plan Spending

LANSING (AP)—Chances are 
y ou don’t know ex acHy how 
much money y ou are going to 
earn, or how much y ou’ll spend, 
between J uly 1, 19 67 , and J une 
30, 19 68. 
But if y ou’re smart, y ou’ll try 
to make some intelligent guess­ 
es in advance—^then keep those 
estimates in mind as y ou decide, 
for instance, whether to buy a 
new car or just patch up the old 
buggy for another y ear. 
The state of Michigan does the 
same thing. 
Gov. 
George 
Romney pro­ 
posed last Thursday a general 
fund budget for the coming fis­ 
cal y ear of precisely $1,153,182,- 
9 9 9 and estimated general fund 
revenue during the period would 
come to about $1,187 ,9 00,000. 
But, like the family budget, 
the state budget involves some 
guesses. And the guesses won’t 
be ex actly right. 
LEGISLATURE’S ROLE 
What 
the 
State 
actually 
will spend nex t y ear depends in 
part on the Legislature, which 
must vote to pass appropria- 
ations measures and which can 
change them around to suit it­ 
self. 
The governor, of course, isn’t 
out of the picture entirely . For 
one thing, the lawmakers are 
likely to keep his budget figures 
in mind and not deviate from 
them too radically . For another, 
he can veto any appropriation 
bill the Legislature passes or 
knock out any one item that in­ 
volves spending state money . 
Eventually the governor and 
the Legislature wiU agree on 
some total figure. It won’t be 
precisely $1,153,182,9 9 9 , but it 
will be around there somewhere. 
And even then the Legisla­ 
ture, stiU under threat of the 
governor’s veto, can pass sup­ 
plemental appropriations — ad­ 
ditions to plug gaps in the 
agreed-on budget — later in the 
y ear. 
Take the current fiscal y ear, 
which ends nex t J une 30. 
Romney ’s 
y ear-agi 
budget 
message proposed s p e n d i n g 
$9 44.9 million. By the time the 
Legislature had reworked his 
proposals and passed them, the 
figure had changed to about 
$9 7 5 million.

called “ buiH-ins” (chiefly school

educator and his wife and the 
killings of another prominent 
couple only a mile away. 


The bodies of Karl Middeldorf 


03, and his wife, Gertrude, 62 
were discovered in their home 
Sunday—three days after a doc- 
tor and his wife were found 
slain. 


A daughter-in-law, Mrs. Ar- 


nold Middeldorf, 35, stopped by 
on her way from church and 
f o u n d 
Middeldorf 
slumped 


across an upstairs bed with his 
hands and feel bound with cord, 
a kitchen knife protruding from 
his back and a plastic bag 
sealed around his head. 


An autopsy showed he had 


been suffocated to death and 
then stabbed, said Coroner Wil- 
liam Shea. 


Mrs. Middeldorf was discov- 


ered nude in a downstairs bath- 
tub with her face partially sub- 
merged. She had been drowned 
Police believed she was taking 
a bath when an intruder en- 
tered. 
THURSDAY SLAYING 


A prominent Saginaw phys= 


cian, Dr. 'Archer Claytor, 73 
and his wife, Marie, were dis- 
covered slain in their $50,000 
ranch style home last Thursday 
Bolh had been shot in the back 
of the head, with a pillow used 
to muffle the sound. Their hands 
were tied behind them. 


Claytor, onetime commission- 


er to the Virgin Islands, was 
named "foremost family physi- 
cian of the year" in 1959 by the 
Michigan Medical Society. 


The Clay tors" were Negro, and 


the Middeldorfs white. 


Saginaw 
County Prosecutor 


Robert Currie said the killings 
were conducted in a very effi- 
cient manner in both cases. He 
\yould not speculate on the pos- 
sibility of any relationship be- 
tween the two double slayings. 


Robbery may have been the 


motive in the Middeldorf slay- 
ings, Currie said, because an 
empty bank money bag and an 
ernpty jar which may also have 
contained money were found in 
the home. 


In the Claytor killings, no 


money was reported missinp 
and the home bore no signs of 
having been disturbed. 
MIXED NEIGHBORHOOD 
- The locale of both slaying 
cases is a racially mixed neigh- 
borhood in Sagina\y, an east- 
central Lower Michigan city of 
98,200 residents. 


The slayings shocked resi- 


dents, but Mayor James. W. 
Stenglein said, "I have seen no 
evidence of panic among the 
residents." 


Both couples were highly re- 


spected. 


Middeldorf had been a princi- 


pal and teacher at the Trinity

near his home for 40 years. He 
retired last year as head of the 
ichool but stayed on to teach.

Reuther, president, Emil Mazey, secretary-treasurer, and 
Leonard Woodcock and Pat Greathouse, vice presidents, 
fired a lengthy and publicly disclosed letter to George S. 
J^eany, president of the AFL-CIO, saying the latter's 
theories on world politics, international unionism and 
<J»nimumty betterment had yet to emerge from the Stone 
Age. - 
; -'The letter concluded with a statement that hereafter the 
-Auto Workers would not consider itself bound by "summit" 
pronouncements on issues outside the bargaining1 table's 
range if the authors felt them to be at variance with their 
thinking. 
. 


.''Meany, for public consumption, gave a brief interview 
which said nothing beyond the fact that all families have 
their internal squabblings and that everyone under a 
democratic government has the right to speak his own mind. 


What private conversations ensued later on between 


Meany and Reuther or if any were held has not been 
disclosed. 


.•That some sparks may have lit up the closet now appears 


as" a possibility in a further notice from the UAW high 
command to the parent headquarters. 


The UAW's board of directors on Friday telegraphed 


Meany's office that its officers no longer may serve on a 
number of AFL-CIO managerial and policy committees. 
These include the executive, general board, economic policy, 
organizing, civil rights, education, social security, the 
American Institute of Free Labor Development, African- 
American Labor Center, and community services. 
-I'.rFhey will remain active in one key board, the industrial 
union department. 
"-The telegram stated further that the UAW's annual 
colivention on April 20-22 would take up a review of the 
relationship between the Auto Workers and the parent 
Organization. 
>Taken at face value, the latter is a thinly veiled hint that 
Reuther will call upon the assembly to give him the 
authority to pull the UAW's 1.7 members out of the larger 
group.' 
•;,Such discretion would then become a club to persuade 
Meany to come around to Reuther's political and social 
theories upon pain of losing a major dues paying member. 


More pointedly, probably, would be a message to the AFL- 


CIO that it is about time to replace Meany with Reuther as 
the No. 1 man in the U.S. labor movement. 


• Only the reference to the UAW's staying with the 


industrial union department negates against the die already 
having been cast for a divorce. 
- The published accounts of the first letter and Friday's 
telegram describe the missives as an expression of personal- 
ity and philosophical differences between Meany and 
Reuther. This is stated in the same context as the board 
chairman and the president of a private corporation not 
seeing eye to eye and rubbing each other the wrong way. 


The letter suggests that Meany's outlook is the narrow 


one of badgering employers for higher pay and other 
. benefits, whereas Reuther feels organized labor should 
-express itself as an ethical force on a wide range of national 
.and international questions.

•Big Three automotive makers that he was interested in 
something besides another nickel an, hour increase for his 
;rnen. 


'. The personality difference has not been put in print, but 
-undoubtedly reduces to the ageless human desire of a No. 2 
.man to edge the No. 1 man out of his seat.

Thus far, Meany has countered Reuther's ambition and 


' apparently to the degree that the UAW chieftain feels force 
'must substitute for diplomacy in that battle of wits. 


If this fusillade of letters and telegrams worries Meany, 


';he has concealed the distress admirably up to this time. 


The AFL lost the Teamsters' 700,000 members in 1957, in 


fact, booted them out of the main tent as a price exacted by 
the CIO for joining in the AFL-CIO arrangement. The CIO's 
part of the bargain was to evict a number of unions and local 
leaders objected to by the AFL as being Commie tainted. 


Possibly Meany figures the departure of the UAW might 


-have certain merits. 


• • • . It would definitely leave Reuther in the pickle barrel so 
'far as presidential aspirations go, and the parent group 
.would still number a hefty 14 to 15 million adherents. 


Annual Emergency 


The national debt the other day came within $75 million of 


the current statutory ceiling, which is no way to run a 
government that' proposes to spend $135 billion or $169 
billion, according to which set of figures is used, in the next 
fiscal year and, in the process, add more billions to the debt. 


In fact, unless Congress lifts the ceiling by $7 billion to 


;$337 billion before the end of the month, Treasury Secretary 
fowler warned Congress that Uncle Sam will be able to pay 
-Tonly half his bills. The Secretary testified before the House 
-'Ways and Means Committee, which is holding hearings on 
;-tJiie annual ceremony of raising the debt limit. 
• 
Republicans on the committee took this opportunity to 


-; attack th.e Administration's fiscal policies. Their fire was 
! directed specifically at what the minority calls a budget 


gimmick, a proposed sale by the Federal National Mortgage 
Association of "participation certificates" in goverment 


: owned loans. 


; 
Such sales are listed in President Johnson's new budget as 


"rtegative expenditures," which is a fairly good description 


'.of budgetary ingenuity. 


Whatever the name, sale of the certificates would make 


the deficit look smaller than it is. Remove this gimmick, say 
the Republicans, and the deficit in the new budget becomes 
$13 billion, not $8.1 billion. 
•''. ^Accordingly, the deficit record, now held by the Eisen- 
•Jjcwer administration for the $12.4 billion deficit incurred in 
.,'.•1959, would go to the Democrats, a distinction the Repub- 
licans wouldn't envy in the least. 


Actually, the Administration is being less than forthright 


in this year's plea. The current emergency could have been 
foreseen nine months ago when it became quite obvious that. 
a large deficit was building up because of the Vietnam 
escalation and increased domestic spending. 


In any case, Congress will have to raise the ceiling despite 


the grumbling. It merely has to be reminded that it, and not 
•the President, votes appropriations. 


Approving a new limit merely legalizes its own spending.

A tumor,

nodule, a polyp, an infection or 
inflammation keep the vocal 
cords from meeting exactly in 
the center and causes huskiness 


or some degree of hoarseness.

Occasionally, there is an ic- 


tual paralysis of the vocal cords 
which can interfere with its 
motion in either direction. When 
the vocal cord, is paralyzed the 
underlying c a u s e must b« 
sought. 


Some neurological conditions, 


strokes 
and chest 
conditions 


may be responsible. 


Every once in a while, follow- 


ing surgery ,of 
the 
thyroid 


gland, the nerve to the vocal 
cord is injured and may pro- 
duce partial or complete pa- 
ralysis that results in hoarse- 
ness. 


Hoarseness that persists for 


more than two weeks must be 
carefully studied to be sure that 
a serious condition is not the 
reason for it.

Romney Still Out 
In Front--Ford 


Says Position On Vietnam 


Will Be 'Sound'

WASHINGTON (AP) — House Republican leader 


Gerald R. Ford of Michigan said today he considers 
Gov. George Romney as "still the front runner" for the 
GOP presidential nomination in 1S68, in spite of criti- 
cism that Romney is vague on the Vietnam war issue. 


The Michigan governor was 


described by Ford as being a 
"thorough, 
forthright person" 


who will have sound positions 
on all major issues. 


Romney has been viewed in 


some quarters as having lost 
momentum because of failure 


ing Romney or any other pos- 
sible contender for the presiden- 
tial nomination because of his 
party leadership in the House. 


However, he did not hide his 


high opinion of Romney, noting

Kelley May Rule Out 
Romney Medicaid Cuts 


LANSING <AP) — Atty. Gen. Prank Kelley report- 


edly is about to rule that Gov. George Romney ex 
ceeded his authority when he ordered cutbacks in 
Michigan's medicaid program of health services. 


The ruling is expected to be 


made public today, according to 
the Sunday editions of both De- 
troit newspapers. 


Restoration of the cuts could 


cost some $23 million more be- 
fore the current fiscal year ends 
June 30. It could also add an- 
other $48-million to next year's 
budget. 


Homney said he ordered the 


cutbacks because there wasn't 
enough money to pay for the 
health services provided under 
the program. 


His action was challenged by 


Sen. Roger Craig, D-Dearboni, 
who contended that the gover- 
nor had usurped the legislative 
power. Craig asked for an at- 
torney general's opinion on the 
matter. 


Medicaid Is a supplement to 


the federal medicare program. 
K calls for state benefits for 
more than 400,000 persons not 


on public assistance but con- 
sidered "medically 
indigent." 


The legislature had approved 


a $21 million allocation to imp- 
lement the program which Rom- 
ney signed. 


Four months later, after the 


legislature had adjourned, the 
governor 
announced cutbacks 


because he determined the pro- 
gram would actually cost $60 
million. Homney ordered 
the 


costs curtailed to $42 million, 
twice the original cost of the 
program. 


Under his executive order the 


governor ordered an end to all 
payments for 
all dental ami 


miscellaneous services, such as 
artificial limbs and ambulance 
trips, and for drugs and doclor 
services for all but thosa on pub- 
lic assistance.

New York are also possibilities, 
Ford said. 


"I am sure," Ford said, "that 


when Gov. Romney's position in 
Vietnam is set forth, it will be 
thoughtful, based on how we can 
best end the conflict in Vietnam 
successfully." 


As to what the 1868 presiden- 


tial election will turn on, Ford 
said it is too early to tell, "but 
no national election can ignore 
peace and prosperity."

Similar To How 
You Plan Spending

LANSING (AP)—Chances are 


you don't know exactly how 
much money you are going, to 
earn, or how much you'fi spend, 
between July 1, 1967, and June 
30, 1968. . 


But if you're smart, you'll try 


to make some intelligent guess- 
es in advance—then keep those 
estimates in mind as you decide, 
for instance, whether to buy a 
new car or just patch up the old 
buggy for another year. 


The state of Michigan does the 
same thing. 


Gov. 
George Romney pro- 


posed last Thursday a general 
fund budget for the coming fis- 
cal year of precisely $1-,153,182,- 
999 and estimated general fund 
revenue during the period would 
come to about $1,187,900,000. 


But, like the family budget, 


the state budget involves some 
guesses. And the guesses won't 
be exactly right. 
LEGISLATURE'S ROLE 


What 
the 
State 
actually 


will spend next year depends in 
part on the Legislature, which 
must vote to pass appropria- 
ations measures and which can 
change them around to suit it- 
self. 


The governor, of course, isn't 


out of the picture entirely. For 
one thing, the lawmakers are 
likely to keep his budget figures 
in mind and not deviate from 
th«m too radically. For another, 
he can veto any 
appropriation 


bill the Legislature passes or 
knock out any one item that in- 
volves spending state money. 


Eventually the governor and 


the Legislature 
will agree on 


some total figure. It won't be 
precisely $1,153,182,999. but it 
will be around there somewhere. 


And even then the Legisla- 


ture, still under threat of the 
governor's veto, can pass sup- 
plemental appropriations — ad- 
ditions to plug gaps in the 
agreed-on budget — later in the 
year. 


Take the current fiscal year, 


which ends next June 30.

$914.9 million. By the time the 
Legislature had reworked his 
proposals and passed them, the 
figure had changed to about 
$975 million.

Michigan's general fund outgo 
at more than $1.025 billion — 
some $50 million more than the 
Legislature's budget and some 
$80 million more than the figure 
in Romney's budget message. 


That $1.187 billion revenue fig 


ure for the upcoming year is 
another educated guess. For in- 
stance,'it includes the sales tax, 
which Romney expects to yield 
about $249.7 million in the fiscal 
year.

It's possible that lawmakers 


won't approve the income levy 
at all. It's also possible that If 
they pass it, it won't be in time 
to take effect June 1 as Romney 
wishes. 


For each month's delay, Rom- 


ney says, the state must sub- 
tract $21 million from the $275 
million the tax is designed to 
yield. In that case, either the 
currently proposed income tax 
rate of 2V4 per cent rmist go up 
or the total revenue guess of 
$1.187 billion must go down. 


There are dozens of factors,
